‘ ‘In this gift we see again another supreme example of the generosity 
of Mr. Hudnall,” Flock stated. “The Foundation and the Develop¬ 
ment Council appreciate so much his making these scholarships 
available.” 

The Presidential Scholarship program was recently established by 
the TJC Foundation in an effort to recruit outstanding high school 
seniors without regard to financial needs. 

“Mr. Hudnall has the vision to see beyond the present. Many more 
academically talented young persons will be attracted to the college,” 
said TJC President Dr. Raymond M. Hawkins. 

“Scholarships are the thing I believe in most. I believe in helping 
young people that are willing to work and help themselves,” said 
Hudnall. 

‘ ‘The young people are going to run this country in another genera¬ 
tion and we need to think what we can do to help the present genera¬ 
tion,” said Hudnall whose other gifts include Hudnall Hall men’s 
dorm. “We’ve got to educate them. There is no substitute for 
education.” 

“I have a lot of faith in young people and I get a lot of personal 
satisfaction out of helping them,” Hudnall said. 

A long-time TJC benefactor, Hudnall gave large donations to 
establish Hudnall Planetarium. He also has given many other scholar¬ 
ships to the college as well as contributions to the TJC Foundation. 


Official drop deadline nears 


Students have one week left to 
drop courses without penalty. 

College policy states that as 
long as a student is enrolled in a 
class,, the student can officially 
withdraw from a course by Dec. 
9 and receive a W grade, 
regardless of his grades in the 
course. 

The class drop is not official 
until a drop slip has been filled 
out, signed by the instructor and 
counselor and turned into the 
Registrar’s Office by the 
deadline. 

The only exception to this 
policy is a student dropping a 
night class does not need the in¬ 
structor’s signature because of 
unavailability. 

‘ ‘There may be an earlier drop 
date set in coming years. Some 
faculty feel that a student who has 
a failing average should have a 
failing grade. That would make 
the grade an accurate reflection of 


the student’s work,” said the 
Counselor Alan Barnes. 

Barnes favors the withdrawal 
grade for several reasons. “The 
college is in the business of help¬ 
ing students succeed, not to point 
out their failures.” 

“In my opinion, a student 
should be given more than one 


opportunity to succeed. If a stu¬ 
dent is given failing grades, he 
may be unable to enroll in college 
at a later time,” he said. 

“When a student receives a 
“W” on his grade report, he does 
not get credit for the course and 
is already penalized by not 
receiving credit,” Barnes said. 


Students must apply 
for spring graduation 


Students who wish to graduate 
in May must fill out a graduation 
request application no later than 
March 1. said Admissions Dean 
Kenneth Lewis. All those who 
will complete the necessary re¬ 
quirements for a degree in the 
spring should apply. 

Application forms may be ob¬ 
tained during registration at the 
Student Center, or at the 
Registrar’s Office. Measurements 


for caps and gowns will be taken 
and graduation fees collected at 
the time the student applies for 
graduation, Lewis said. 

Students who do not wish to 
participate in May 16 graduation 
ceremonies must go through the 
same procedures for graduation, 
Lewis explained. They should 
then submit a written request at 
the Registrar’s Office to be ex-’ 
cused from the ceremonies.

Dear Student Editor: 


Due to the growing sense of responsibility that most colleges feel 
toward the community in which they exist, campuses are serving 
nonstudents alongside students more than ever before. Many ex¬ 
tracurricular clubs and activities are open to non-matriculated 
members of the community as well as to formally matriculated 
students. This makes many campus groups true community 
organizations, although they are funded and supervised by the col¬ 
lege. Sometimes community members are encouraged to participate 
in performance programs in the hope that they will eventually 
matriculate as students; or, the policy may be adopted to increase 
community audience support. A college may also operate a pro¬ 
gram to attract local public school students in their performance 
programs, specifically to serve as a college preparatory experience 
with a view toward enrolling the high school students in the col¬ 
lege when they become eligible. 

When a college program is highly formalized and aims at 
preprofessional or vocational training, then nonstudent participants 
cannot be used too extensively. Also, a set of priorities should be 
devised to permit matriculated students the first opportunity to par¬ 
ticipate. But there is a lot to be said in favor of the “revolving 
door” philosophy of higher education whereby the campus serves 
practically from the cradle to the grave as a pivotal point in a per¬ 
son’s life.

Last May a delegation from 
Tyler traveled to Metz, France, 
as part of the Sister City Pro¬ 
gram. TJC President Dr. Ray¬ 
mond M. Hawkins and Mrs. 
Hawkins, and two Apache Belles, 
Allison Fazel and Lana Rushing, 
were part of that group. 


As a result of that trip, TJC has 
acquired French Instructor Jean 
Marie Fey, a graduate of the 
University of Metz, for the 
‘83-‘84 academic year. 


“That came about quite by ac¬ 
cident. It was one of those 
unplanned things that results from 
opportunities like this,” Hawkins 
said, “a serendipity effect. 


* > 


Hawkins explained that his 
French host in Metz, Dr. Le- 
josne, was one of the University 
of Metz faculty Hawkins met 
when that group visited Tyler 
earlier last spring. 


As they renewed their acquain¬ 
tance, the subject of a TJC vacan¬ 
cy for a French instructor arose. 
Lejosne, chairman of the Univer¬ 
sity of Metz modern language 
department, recommended Fey. 


When Hawkins returned to 
Tyler, he wrote a formal letter to 
the University of Metz, setting in 
motion the process which brought 
Fey to TJC. 


Because TJC does not have a 
formal agreement with the 
University of Metz, Hawkins 
believes the exchange program 
won’t be a large part of TJC’s of¬ 
ferings, but that it can be a 
significant part. -

Over the next few years, as 
the Sister City relation is fully im¬ 
plemented, I see a variety of 
things spinning off from it, many 
at random, because of the 
variables of distance, language 
and economy between the two 
cities,” Hawkins said. 


Besides the obvious exchange 
possibilities in the language 
department, Hawkins said that die 
University of Metz is interested 
in TJC’s computer science pro¬ 
gram, which is larger and has a 
broader curriculum than theirs. 


The dean of their Insitut 
Universitaire de Technologie 
(IUT), a technical division within 
the university, is interested in 
University of Metz students com¬ 
ing here. 


“Of course, that depends on 
the students’ facility in the 
English language and the 
availability of slots and positions 
in the community,” Hawkins 
explained. 


Since fluency in the foreign 
language will be an exchange pro¬ 
gram requirement, Hawkins said 
that at the present time, Metz

students may have more oppor¬ 
tunities to come to Tyler than for 
Tyler students to go to Metz. 


He said Dr. George Hamm, 
president of the University of 
Texas at Tyler, hopes that even¬ 
tually students from all levels of 
Tyler schools could take part in 
the exchange. 

The trip last May was “simply

outstanding,” Hawkins said. The 
Tyler group went to Metz with a 
mission to inaugurate the Sister 
City Program and as a result, 
really experienced French 
culture. 


The Metz area has a rich 
history dating back to Roman 
times. The Tyler group felt that 
Tyler, with its expansiveness and 
more recent history, will provide 
an interesting contrast for the 
Metz delegation when they visit 
next April.

Problems plague Fey’

An isle of green nestled in eastern France, Tyler’s 
sister city, Metz, lies but an hour’s drive from 
Belgium, Luxembourg and West Germany . One 
of the city’s 250,000 people, Jean-Marie Fey, has 
come to teach at TJC. 

Fey, who has a one-year contract to teach Ger¬ 
man and French, said*, “I would like to complete 
my interpreter’s degree in Washington, so I thought 
it might be a good idea to come back to the United 
States for a year before I go back to school.” 

Educated at the University of Metz, Fey majored 
in trilingual (French, German and English) transla¬ 
tion. He then worked for the University of Illinois 
as a teacher’s assistant, instructing French for a 
year. 

Upon returning to France, Fey became a com¬ 
pany translator, but returned to Illinois after a year 
for a three-month stay. 

Once again in France, he started a successful 
freelance translating business which he gave up to 
teach here. 

Before Fey arrived here he encountered a few 
unpleasant roadblocks. After accepting TJC’s of¬ 
fer in July, Fey had to obtain a visa (work permit) 
in Paris. 

A contract from TJC was required for this visa, 

but the contract did not arrive until mid-July.
